The state highway commission has 
the power under recent acts of the 
general assembly to expend money 
for the maintenance ot roads, but it 
cannot use any funds that have not 
been expressly appropriated 
to 
it, 
either by the constitution or by an 
act of the legislature, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Jesse W. Barett held in an opin­ 
ion handed down today. 
The opinion was rendered on re­ 
quest of Elwin S. Austin, secretary 
of the state highway commission, on 
the following questions: 
"Can the state highway 
commis­ 
sion issue drafts on the treasury for 
work in the maintenance of roads 
immediately following the establish­ 
ment of the fact that amendment No. 
3, received a majority of votes at the 
election November 7?" "And will it 
be necessary for the coming session 
of the legislature to make a blanket 
appropriation of the money left 
in 
the treasury after the setting aside 
of a sufficient amount to take care of 
the sinking fund and interest on the 
bonds already issued before we can 
pay out money for road 
mainten­ 
ance?" 
The attorney said in his opinion; 
"It is the opinion of this depart­ 
ment that amendment Number 
3, 
which w*as submitted to the voters 
for adoption on November 
7, 1922 
(if adopted by a majority vote of the 
people) does not authorize the state 
highway commission to issue drafts 
on the state treasury for such funds 
arising from motor vehicle license 
taxes as are not applied to payment 
of the principal and interest of the 
bonds issued under the provisions of 
section 44 A, article 4 of the consti­ 
tution of Missouri, for the purpose of 
being used in maintaining roads, and 
that it will be necessary for tbe gen­ 
eral assembly to appropriate »ucb re­ 
maining funds for the purpose 
of 
construction 
roaJi and bridges 
or 
he maintenance of reads. 
"Said amendment Number 3 clear­ 
ly makes a continued appropriation 
of so much of the funds collected as 
state motor vehicle license t*»xes as 
may be needed to pay the principal 
and interest on 
the 
outstanding 
bonds issud under the constitutional 
direction of section 44 A, article 4, 
of the state constitution. 
"No words appropriating the 
re­ 
main ier of said funds are found in 
said amendment. 
It does limit the 
figure by directing if to prescribe by 
law the manner of the use of the 
surplus or remaindr for 
the 
pur­ 
pose onlv of constuH’ng roads and 
bridges and maintaining roads. 
"The limiting of the use of funds 
to a given purpose or object is not 
an appropriation of them. It is left to 
'he legislature to control the remain­ 
ing funds mentioned in amendment 
Number 3, subject to the limitations 
♦herein found, namely, that they 
•nust be used to construct roads or 
bridges or to ma*nthin roads 
Tbe 
amendment does not authorize the 
stat2 highway commission to spend 
those funders, but it is a mandate to 
the legislature to direct their use to 
♦he purposes therein mentioned.

*rders the legislature 
to prescribe 
by law the manner of their use."

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Minnie 
Atkins, a half blood Creek Indian 
has proven to the satisfaction of 
the Supreme Court that Thomas 
Atkins was her son, and that, as 
his heir, she is the rigUtful owner 
of a 160 acre tract in the Cushing 
Oil Fields of Oklahoma, estimated 
at $4,000,000. 
Some years ago, the Dawes Com­ 
mission enrolled 'Thom as Atkins" 
and the government patented the 
tract in his name. 
Later a four- 
sided controversy arose, the govern­ 
ment contending 
Thomas 
Atkins 
was a myth and the allotment had 
been obtained by fraud. 
Minnie 
Atkins and Nancy Atkins, a full 
blood Creek, both claimed Thomas 
was their son, who had died while 
a child. 
Henry Carter further com­ 
plicated the dispute by insisting he 
was the Thomas Atkins enrolled by 
the government. 
Lower Federal courts refused to 
review the enrollment, holding the 
action of the Dawes Commission 
was final. 
Minnie Atkins clinched 
her victory when the Supreme Court 
held she was Thomas* mother and 
the enrollment should stand.

TOWN VIRTUALLY 
WIPED OUT IN FIRE 
--------- 
By ths Associated Press. 
SIKESTON, 
Mo., 
Nov. 
20.—Au­ 
thorities today planned an investi­ 
gation into the fire which yesterday ! 
virtually wiped out the entire busi­ 
ness section of Oran, a town of 1,200 
population, about 18 miles north of 
here, causing an estimated loss of 
a p p r o x im a te ly $200,000.
